How He Cultivened a 


Commonly Neglected 
Field. 


E ran across each other about seven years ago, a year before I began 
W writing for this journal. He had the idea before I ever heard of him, 
and as the idea is the chief thing, he is entitled to most of the 

credit for what has been accomplished. 
My first order from him was for matter for a label, a carton, and a circular for 
a special preparation he had. A little later I had a similar order, and still others 
at rather regular intervals, until I had fitted him out with printed matter for about 
fifteen preparations. In the meantime I had begun to prepare his store 


advertising, sending him one ad. each week, which service still continues. For a 


long time I was in the dark as to what he did with the circulars written for his 
special preparations. I knew he used a good many of them, for I was frequently 
asked to make suggestions or to add something to the circulars when he got out 
fresh editions. Finally he explained. His idea was that among the thirty-five 
thousand people in his county there was an opportunity to gradually build up a 
large trade on a line of his uwn goods. He figured that all these he could sell 
would be just that much additional trade which would otherwise be undeveloped. 
He believed that by quietly and persistently keeping at it he could, without great 
expenditure, create a substantial demand for these goods. This was a simple idea, 
so simple that it has occurred to thousands of other druggists, but wait! This man 
was a Stayer: he had faith. He had good preparations; he had suitable 
advertising matter for them (not one druggist in fifty has a decent circular for any 
of his preparations). Almost every package that has gone out of this man’s store in 
the last seven years has contained one of these circulars. Each package of remedy 
has contained circulars for some of the others. About four times a year he has 
made a general distribution of one or more of the circulars. The result is that last 
year he sold about $5,000 worth of these goods, and his trade on them had 
extended over several counties. He did not set out to do big things, and what he 
has done could, I think, have been done better ; but he has done what few people 
have ever done with so little expenditure. There are three reasons for his success : 
first, he gave his preparations a show by having literature worthy of them ; second, 
he has kept continually at it every day for seven years ; third, he has had faith in 
the ultimate results. What one man has done others can do. I might add, 
incidentally, that this man’s general drug business is now three times as large as 
when [ began writing his advertising. I claim but a small portion of the credit 
for this success, and yet without my help it would not have been attained. There 
are plenty of others that need the aid I can give. Iam always pleased to discuss 
the matter with those who mean business. —U/dysses G. Manning, Writer of Drug 
Advertising, South Bend, Indiana.

The Goerz Photo-Stereo Binocular. 


The Goerz Photo-Stereo Binocular resembles in appearance 
much to the ordinary opera glass. It consists principally of 
a pair of telescoping tubes, which serve as cameras or a8 
field glasses, as desired, according to the adjustment of the 
rotary lens holders. At the lower end the object lenses are 
mounted in a hinged cover, which also serves to contain and 
clasp the plate holders and the ground glass in proper posi- 
tion. At the upper, or eye piece end of the instrument, the 
disks project outward sufficiently to revolve them, whereby 
either the theater eye pieces, the field glass eye piece, or the 
photographie lenses can be placed in the axis of the instru- 
ment. The letters T, F and P, engraved on the edges of 
these disks, indicate which particular lens is set for use. 

The plate holders, which are extremely light and absolutely 
light tight, are numbered in sets of 24 and carried in neat 
small leather wallets, in which they are arranged in lots of 
three, each compartment being marked with the numbers of 
the corresponding holders, by which means the risk of mak- 
ing two exposures on one plate is effectively removed.

walking stick tripod, the handle of which is screwed on and 
on which the binocular can be supported. By simply drawing 
the tripod out of the walking stick tube, the tripod legs are 
automatically extended and only need be spread apart to set 
it up. When placing the legs together again, sliding them 
back in the tube will again automatically telescope the legs.
